\.lng ke o wild bull through Sallsbury
on through Bpencer, continulng up the
main lne to Holteburg, about slx miles
distant, whers It wns overinken by an
engine from (he Spencer yards, ‘cara-
fully coupled to the rescuing englne and
tirought brek to the Spencer shope. For-
funately the maoin line track was clear
at tho time, No, 29, the fasl mall, hav-
fng just cleared the switch at Bpencer
as Lhe wild engine passed, thus uverting
another serlous wreck.

The ecandy consumed, the bucket an-
ewers good purpose as o work-hox, It'is
the etyle 'of box just sulted to rusticating,
The deslgns palnted across the staves all
pavor of orchard and fleld and country
dolngs, and thes wonder {s that coloras Eo
direct, almost staring In  themselves,
ghould  look eo modestly appropriate
when plctured on the wooden surface.

Another model of tha wooden candy
hox {d of flat, lozeoge shape, with the
front opening llka a cupboard door, and
with n wooden bar and pin for fastening.
Thers are wooden pegs made to fit into
the back and placea for atiaching the 1t-
tla hanger to the wall.
